It is there- 
fore interesting this juncture to inquire into the 
probable cost, to both nations, of a conflict of six 
months’ duration. Inquiry of expert authorities on buth 
sides enables us to arrive ata tolerably approximate idea 
of the expense of carrying on such a war. 
War is the most costly thing in the world, and the 
amount of money required to carry it on must depend 


upon the scale reparation, the iveness of the 
combatants, and the particular seat of the fighting— 
whether on land or on sea. 


In endeavouring to arrive at an estimate, both sides 
full back to a great extent upon their experience of some 
previous campaign. This, with their knowledge of the 
cost of arms, ammunition, rations, transport, and other 
necessaries and contingencies, serves as the basis of 
calculation. The result is enough to make both nations 
think well before embarking on the conflict. 

In 1861, when making preparations for the Civil War, 
President Lincoln called upon Congress for 400,000 men 
and £80,000.000. The amount voted was rather less 
than uarters of that sum. 

A war America and Spain would differ from 
that between North and South in this: That the fight-

The Profits of Murder. 
Mvcn has been published in England about the 


rofessional of Puris, and in many cases 
abulous have been attributed to them as the 
result of crimes; but these exist more frequently 
in fiction than in fact. 


Statistics recently compiled by the Prefect of Paris 
police throw a great deal of light on the assassin’s trade 
its practised in modern times. Especially interesting are 
they in view of the popular but very erroneons ides that 
the assassin’s trade is a profitable one. That it is quite 
the reverse seems to be clearly proved Ly a record of the 
profits gained by notorious assassins during the Inst 
thirty years. 

Biographies of a large number of French murderers, 
some of whom puid the penalty of their crimes on the 

illotine, while others were transported to New Cale- 
Toate, show that the average murderer makes far less 
money at his abominable trade than is made hy any 
third-rate artisan or even day labourer. 

A careful calculation shows that the average amount 
made by French assassins during the last thirty years 
does not exceed nine or ten shillings for each crime. 
Such being the case, the wonder is that there are +o 
many murderers. Anda ter wonder is why, if they 
are determined to kill for the sake of obtaining 
money, they do not arrange to kill persons who are 
known to be wealthy, and do not seize an opportunity 
when their intended victims have their pockets stuffed 
with gold.

A Way to Hunt Wrinkles.

When wanted for use, the lamp is lighted, and. as the 
water reaches the boiling point, the owner of the to-be- 
improved complexion places her face in this open globe,

Again, too great an activity of the skin will create 
pimples and blackbeads, while superfluous activity of

All these shortcomings can he 
obviated by the regular and repeated steaming of the 
face, which has a very wholesome influence. particularly 
if followed by bathing the complexion with cool water.

Magnets for Raising Ships. 


AN article appeared in P.W. a few weeks ago which 
dealt with a new magnet for lifting heavy weights. 
It now appears that an ingenious sugyestion has been 
made for raising sunken iron and steel ships by means 
of powerful electro-magnets. 

n the bottom of the ocean bed in various parts of 
the world, in water too deep for the employment of 
divers, lay many vessele, representing a sum of money 
running into six figures. Could these ships be brought 
to the surface they could be made thoroughly sea- 
worthy at probably a quarter of their original cost, 
and in this way large sums of money would be 


saved. 

Pontoons would be near the scene of the 
wreck, and on these would placed some powerful 
hydraulic rams and dynamo machines with a series of 
hea magnets. Lite mod he eee: and We 
cy ” of the magnets, wo! pend upen the weight 

the vessel to be raised. 

When a magnet, let down into the water, came 
within a certain distance of the iron portion of the 
sunken ship, it would at once be drawn to the iron 
and stick to it with all ite force. Others would be 
lowered round the vessel, so that they ahould be evenly 
distributed, until the full numbers were attached. All 
being ready, the lifting ion would begin. 

Each lifting rope would be attached to the lifting 
pontoon by means of a sheave on the head of a hydraulic 
ram, having a stroke of, say, twelve feet; this would lo 
an effective lift of twenty-four feet.

An Englishman is pleased if his expenditure does not 
exceed his income, but a Frenchman would be miserable 
if his expenditure was not lees than his income, so 
nitionally the people regard with distrust and dislike 
the inability of the Republic to bring its expenditure 
down to its income. 

It is all very well for the President to talk about the 
progress and efficiency of the army. The nation admit 
this, but the cost has been so t as to damp much of 

~ the enthusiasm they would otlerwise fcel on the subject. 

The pacific policy, moreover, of the og has not 

conduced to its popularity, for peacefulness has bred 

monotony, which, taking the form of social dulness, has 
filled the whole French nation with ennui. 

With the exception of the national féte,on the 14th 
cf July, which is not nearly so brilliant as it used to be, 
tle French may be said to have nothing to amuse them. 
‘he gaiety so dear to their hearts might bo restored, if 
the French gentlefolk would step into the breach, but

President Faure is a man of high character and

most homely institutions the poor Republic, producing 
nothing but mediocrities, is rapidly degenerating even 
in the esteem of its own sup ; 

‘his is seen in the indifference with which a change of 
ministry is viewed and the contempt with which the 
ipa treat “those wearisome Deputies,” as they call

A few years ago the Duc la Rochefoucauld stated the 
cuse of the Royalists with great frankness.“ Royalists 
we are and Royalists we shall remain. Th> working 
classes may be against us, but the brain of France is on 
cur side, as also are the clergy. The Royalists will 
unite themselves with all those who are willing to upest 
this ministry or any other which comes after it. As 
ministries fall public contempt will rise.” 

But for the coming war, there is no doubt that the 
Republic would have fallen ere now. The Royalist 
motto is to wait. Should France succeed in wresting 
the lost provinces from the Teuton grip, the officers who 
are secretly with them will know how to act. Should 
victory, as 1s expected, fall to neither side, they will say 
to the Republic: “You have had over thirty years to 
prepare for this struggle; you have wasted miltions, and 
you have failed.” . 

As the Frenoh never forgive defeat, tle poor Republic 
will probably die, unhonoured and unsu With the 
Royalist purty, the difficulty lies in the selection of the 
King, and the dangerons nature of the desi their 
clerical supporters entertain on French education. In 
France, clericalism would, if it had the power, reduce 
the country to the condition of Spain. 

But hatred of the classes is not the anly danger the 
Republic has to encounter. The Jews have thrown in 
their lot with the Republic, and the unpopularity of the 
Jews in France has reached its culminat int. 

To a sober level-headed people like the British there 
is something surprising in the attitude of the French 
people towards the Jews. What Napoleon called the 
puey ooe element in our natures enables us to hold 
our own with a race whose faculties have been sharpened 
by centuries of preace. Jews are scarce in Scotland 
because the Scotch have a keen eye fora bargain. The 
abound in France because the genius of the Frenc 
People, as it is in art, does not shine in business.
